SAN FRANCISCO (January 3, 1903, IRNS): President Bryan* s forces havo restricted 
■ Roosevelt's to' tho South, Cuba, and some East Coast citios. Now England to Central 
Connecticut had voted Bryan but wero under the heels of Roosevolt bosses; who wero 
overthrown as soon as Bryan troops nearcd. 

BERLIN: Chancellor 'Btilow's government fell with a crash that was hardly audible 
over the sound of 'rushing water 'to the west. Tho biggest storm on tho North Soa for 
noarly 400 years was making a shambles of tho province of Ijssel, not to mention 
areas around Belgium and North S3 svig. Tho Gorman 3rd i^rriy, aiding the citizenry in 
their mad rush for the safety of the interior; failed to notice that a British floet^ 
socking refuge from the storm, had put in at what once was Amsterdam. 

Chancellor Billow's defense of his conduct in that aron, not to mention what was 
toraod "his original stupidity in trusting to :tho French two years ago", was spiri- 
ted, if not coherent. One good point made, however, was : "How do you oggspoct our 
bocplo to shtdy in a blaco roro derb ist dno blacc?" Ho was probably referring to 
tho fact that "Holland" is now undor an average of 12 foot of water. 

WASHINGTON: Prosidont Roosevolt; addressing Congress today, called attention to 
the problems they are apparently having in Europe about who is really president. If 
the unanimous vote in Congress is any indication, Mr. Roosevelt is definitely presi- 
dent, ij e immediately denounced Mr. Bryan's deception of the Russian Empire* Mr, 
Bryan was merely the U. S. representative during the Pacific talks. He noted that re- 
portage of the agreements made 'between the/Pacific powers neglected to mention that 
the .territories named were not sold, only bases on them , with tho exception of Samoa, 
which was sold outright. > " 

He called attention to tho fact thajb tho last election in which Mr. Bryan could 
have been elected president occured in 1900. At that time' tho lato President McKinloy 
i/as elected to second term ever Mr. Bryan. 

BERLIN: YosJ LondonJ you arc trying. 
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BERLINS In a last-ditch effort to destroy tho French, Prince Otto has defeated, 
changed his name to Outre do Parls-iAatch, and taken up residence in Paris. In reply- 
to the statement of his physician to the effect that ho has a representation of" Gor- 
man troops in Paris ^ ho said: "Zacry Blue! Eet 1st oin rhhopresontation of Vrenoh 
troops marging undor Nolson»s colllump in 1904, Zacry Blue?" Already the Fren»h 
government is tottering. 

FLORJNCES With tho abdication of King Victor Emmanuel III a new ware of optimism 
unequalled since tho Rlsorgimonto has swept the country. The now King, a remote do- 
se on dont of the Mo di ci, is said to combine tho enorgy and patriotism of Garibaldi 
with the infinitely high moral standards and trustuorthynoss of Savonarola. Italy*s 
only territorial aims aro thought to be tho annexation of Ethiopia. 

VATICAN CITY: Pope Sylvester IV" is bolioved satisfied with tho now regime that 
has taken power in Italy., At an Ascension Day ceremony in which he blossed all the 
elevators in Romo, ho told a crowds "The intermittent reign of anarchy in Italy is 
at last ended, lot us only hope that the people of Turkey, heathens though they bo, 
are also spared this curse."
